cessful attempt to escape. As a result 
one convict was Killed by a shot from 
* guard, three other convicts wcri 
wounded, a guard was wounded by a 
•hot. another man was beaten Into In- 
sensibility, and two convicts under 
death sentence escaped. 


The dead convict Is Frank Dayton, 


who was serving a twelve year term 
for attempted highway robbery. Those 
who escaped are Xlcl; Haworth and 
James Lynch, both murderers under 
death sentences. 


Attack the Guards. 


The outbreak took place about G:30 


p. ra.. Just as the prisoners were being 
placed In their cells for the night by 
Guards Wilklns and Jacobs. Two of 
the prisoners suddenly sprang on Wll- 
kins and Jacobs and 
ovorixiwerei; 


them. Wilklns was shot and Jacobs 
frightfully beaten. The convicts too!; 
the prison keeys from the guards ant 
released five other prisoners. 
The 


seven then compelled Guard Wilklns 
notwithstanding his Injuries, to marcl 
at their head, and with the assistance 
of ladders found near the workshop 
they proceeded to scale the wall. Wll 
kins was made to ascend llrst. 


Sounds General Alarm. 


As the first convict reached the top 


Guard Xaylor, who was on the soutl 
wall, opened fire. 'Ihls gave the gen- 
eral alarm and several guards seined 
their puns and hastened to the scene. 
Guard Drlggs reached the wall Just 
as Convict Dayton and 
Ed 
Mullan 


were aescomllng en the outside.. lie 
ordered them to halt, and then fired, 
liilling Dayton. A second shot struck 
Mullan in the leg and he dropped to 
the ground, his body falling over tho 
body cf Dayton. 


Posse In Pursuit. 


The other five convicts succocdi'd In 


z outside the wall when they 


were f.red upon. Abe Mayors, a life 
term murderer, was shot In tho arm. 
Xlcl: Haworth. also was shot, but be 
continued his night. Harry Waddell 
was shot In the leg, but Lynch es- 
caped. 


At the foot of the wall were found 


several cartridges which the convicts 
droppt-d as they came over. Two of 
the prisoners were armed with rovolv 
crs, but where they secured the weap- 
ons Is not known. 


A posse of guards with bloodhounds 


was promptly started alter the cs 
capod convicts, hut owing to darkness 
end the wild nature of the country In 
the Immediate vicinity of the prison 
no results are looked for.

quirement could bo formulated and 
passe;! during the session in the face 
of the fierce political light which 
would bo sure to l>e waged around It 
owlnc to the pendency of the presides 
tlal election."

The speaker In his 
introduction 


justified, a stu.'.y of ancient man's 
love for nature, art and 
religion 


Vlth the words of Wordsworth: 
"The world is too much with us— 


L&to and soon. 


Getting and spending 
we lay wnsto 


Our powers; 


Little we see in nature 


That is ours— 


A sordid boon!" 
The poet in his concluding stanza, 
after lamenting the tendency of the 
age towards materialism, 
eulogizes 


the Idealism of tho pagan 
Greek. 


"He seeks, as we must, for the be- 
ginning of these tales In a primitive 
age. 
Centurle.-i 
before 
Pericles 


and Homer, before 
Athens 
was, 


among the old. old ancestors com- 
mon to the Greek an.! Roman, some 
great stories were started that have 
been told and re-told ever since—but 
most beautifully by the Greeks." 


In seeking for the origin of the 


myths the first theory to be consid- 
ered was the one that traced their 
origin to early poems. 
The theory 


was an uneasy solution but not sus- 
ceptible to verlllcatlon. 
Kuhftmer- 


us, a Greek of the second century B. 
C.. taught that myths were but ex- 
aegeratt'jl history — that Horculci* 
was a knight cj-raut and Atlas a 
orlmltlon asf-ronomer. This proems 
could 
be exemplified by the partly 


mythical personages which the Char- 
lemagne and Alfre.l of history had 
become. 
But the element we are 
seeking still unexplained- 
"Un-for- 


tunateiy for Kuhennertis, the same 
adventures that befell William Tell 
in Switzerland were encountered by 
his' prototypes in many
